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Score  of  New  Members  Added  to   Faculty. 

Additions  Necessary  Because  of  Rapid 

Growth  of  Various  Departments 


Ohio  University's  120th  year  as  an  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  witnessed  an  in- 
crease in  the  faculty  of  more  than  a  score 
of  new  members.  Records  reveal  that  the 
new  men  and  women  come  from  all  over  the 
country  and  that  their  qualifications  of  ex- 
perience and  scholarship  are  of  the  highest. 

Edwin  B.  Smith,  Ph.  D.,  for  nine  years 
head  of  the  department  of  History  and  Po- 
litical Science  at  Colorado  State  Teachers 
College,  will  be  professor  of  the  same  sub- 
jects at  Ohio  University  in  the  College  of 
Education,  sharing  the  work  with  Prof. 
Hoover.  Dr.  Smith  received  both  his  A.  B. 
and  Ph.  D.  degrees  from  Columbia. 

Prof.  Simeon  H.  Bing,  A.  M.,  is  also  a 
new  addition  in  the  College  of  Education 
and  comes  to  the  University  as  professor  of 
Education  from  the  president's  chair  of  Rio 
Grande  College.  His  bachelor's  degree  was 
received  at  Rio  Grande  College  and  his  mas- 
ter's at  Ohio  University.  He  has  done  grad- 
uate work  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and 
brings  with  him  many  years  of  experience 
in  educational  work. 

Emmett  Rowles,  A.  M.,  a  graduate  of 
Ohio  University  with  his  master's  degree 
from,  the  University  of  Minnesota  has  been 
secured  as  an  assistant  professor  of  Biology 
in  the  science  department.  Prof.  Rowles 
has  partiallv  completed  work  for  the  de- 
gree of  Ph.  D.  and  M.  D. 

W.  F.  Reed,  Ph.  D.,  has  joined  the  faculty 
of  the  College  of  Arts  as  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Cornell  University  and  the  University  of 
Virginia,  holding  his  Ph.  D.  degree  from 
the  latter  school.  He  has  taught  on  the 
faculties  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  of 
Cornell  University. 

As  an  addition  to  the  rapidly  growing  de- 
partment of  Psychology  the  University  has 
secured  the  services  of  H.  J.  Peterson,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Iowa.  He  will 
be  assistant  professor  of  Psychology.  Pro- 
fessor Peterson,  before  coming  to  Ohio 
University,  was  an  instructor  in  the  Kan- 
sas State  College. 

Ohio's  newest  department.  Geography, 
was  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  Albert 
LaFleur  whose  two  degrees,  A.  B.  and  A. 
M.,  were  received  at  Clark  University.  He 
took  up  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the 
summer  session.  He  is  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  Geography. 

Ruth  Savage  comes  to  Ohio     as     an  in- 


structor in  the  department  of  Physical  Edu- 
cation for  Women.  Miss  Savage  received 
her  academic  training  at  Radcliffe  College 
and  Oberlin  College.  She  graduated  from 
Oberlin  with  the  A.  B.  degree  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  honors.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Dr. 
Savage  of  Oberlin,  the  pioneer  in  the  field 
of  physical  educational  work.  Miss  Sav- 
age^ has  been  an  instructor  at  the  Chautau- 
qua School  of  Physical  Education. 

John  Hancock  High  School  will  have  a 
new  member  of  its  faculty  in  Harry  Pratt, 

A.  B.  Mr.  Pratt  will  be  an  instructor  in 
History  and  also  coach  of  athletics.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Illinois. 

Miss  Hazel  L.  Bair,  former  critic  teacher 
of  the  Ohio  University  Training  School,  will 
serve  as  an  acting  professor  of  mathematics 
in  the  College  of  Education  during  the  leave 
of  absence  of  Prof.  R.  L.  Morton. 

Two  new  instructors  are  announced  for 
the  Home  Economics  department.  Miss 
Clarice  Chamberlin  is  acting  instructor  in 
the  place  of  Miss  Prudence  Stevens  who  is 
absent  on  a  year's  leave.  Miss  Marian 
Morse  is  instructor  in  Clothing  and  Inter- 
ior Decorating.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin.  i 

Miss  Mildred  Julian  and  Miss  Rebecca 
Roisner  are  assistants  in  the  Kindergarten 
department.     Miss   Julian   received  her  A. 

B.  degree  from  Columbia  in  1914  and  her 
a".  M.^'in  1920.  Her  eight  years  of  teaching 
experience  have  been  gained  at  the  Colorado 
State  Teachers  College,  Drake  University 
and  the  Northern  Arizona  Normal  School. 
Miss  Roisner  has  studied  kindergarten 
methods  at  Macalaster  College,  University 
of  Minnesota  and  Columbia  University 
She  has  taught  in  the  St.  Paul,  Mmn., 
schools  and  in  San  Diego  and  West  Oak- 
land. Calif. 

Miss  Helen  B.  Hockenberry  has  again 
resumed  her  duties  as  instructor  in  French 
after  a  year  of  study  in  France. 

Miss  Gretchen  Kasler  and  Miss  Sma  Sid- 
well  are  the  new  instructors  in  the  Public 
School  Drawing  department.  Both  have 
done  graduate  v/ork,  Miss  Kasler  having 
spent  the  past  summer  at  Columbia. 

Miss  Edith  E.  Beechel,  A.  M.,  of  Columbia 
University  has  been  selected  as  critic  teach- 
er in  the  Training  School  while  Miss  Har- 
riet Smith,  also  of  Columbia,  will  fill  a  simi- 
lar position  in  the  city  schools.  Miss  Jean 
Eagles,  a  graduate  from  Ohio  University  is 
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another  critic  teacher  placed  in  the  city 
schools  in  accordance  with  the  new  agree- 
ment between  the  Athens  schools  and  the 
University.  These  teachers  will  serve  un- 
der University  supervision. 

Other  additions  are  those  of  student  as- 
sistants who  have  been  chosen  for  merit  and 
ability  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
University.  The  expansion  and  growth  of 
Ohio  University  is  no  better  indicated  than 
by  the  necessity  for  increasing  the  faculty 
by  such  large  numbers,  nearly  fifty  new 
teachers  and  instructors  having  been  added 
in  the  past  tvv'o  years.

MORE  MEN  IN  ARTS  COLLEGE. 
FROSH  TAKE  4-YEAR  WORK 


NEW  GYMNASIUM  DELAYED. 
OTHER  BUILDINGS  STARTED 


The  college  year,  1923-24,  opened  with  an 
enrollment  of  1564  students,  an  increase  of 
fifty-two  students  over  the  corresponding 
semester  of  last  year.  This  indicates  that 
the  college  is  steadily  growing.  The  fact 
is  evidenced  by  the  registration  figures  for 
t'e  opening  semesters  of  the  year  1917  to 
1921:  1917,  829;  1918,894;  1919,  1024;  1920, 
J072;  1921,  1326,  and  1922,  1512. 

In  this  year's  enrollment  the  total  num- 
ber of  men  and  women  are  683  and  931  re- 
spectively. The  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
show  an  increase  of  103  students,  while 
t^^ere  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  College  of 
Education.  In  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
tre  enrollment  consists  of  521  men  and  310 
women,  while  that  of  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion is  112  men  and  621  women.  Five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  students  are  being  in- 
troduced to  the  arts  and  sciences  of  Ohio 
I  University  for  the  first  time.  The  majority 
of  this  number  are  freshmen  although  there 
is  quite  a  number  who  have  transferred 
from  other  colleges.

During  the  summer  Beta  Theta  Pi  fra- 
temit'''  sold  its  rronerty  on  President  street 
to  the  L^niversity  in  order  that  they  might 
have  room  to  build  another  college  build- 
ing immediately  west  of  the  new  gymna- 
sium. The  Betas  will  occupy  temporary 
quarters  on  University  Terrace  until  a  new 
location  can  be  found.

With  the  walls  of  the  new  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Men's  Gymnasium  completed  and  the 
roof  girder  in  place,  the  .$250,000  addition 
to  Ohio  has  taken  form  which  well  shows 
the  beauty  and  fine  sti-ucture  of  the  build- 
ing. Within  a  week  the  forms  for  the  mas- 
sive concrete  roof  will  be  placed  and  the 
work  of  interior  finishing  begun.  While  it 
was  hoped  by  university  ofiicials  that  the 
new  building  would  be  ready  for  partial  use 
the  first  semester  of  the  present  college 
year,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  gymnasium  will 
he  ready  for  many  months.  Offers  of  four- 
teen dollars  per  day  for  bricklayers  have 
not  sufficed  to  attract  the  masons.  There 
is  vet  a  possibility,  however,  that  the  an- 
nual spring  basketball  tournament  may  be 
held  on  the  new  floor. 

In  the  meantime  plans  are  being  drawn 
for  two  additional  university  buildings,  t'-e 
cost  of  which  will  exceed  $400,000.  The 
Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity  has  vacated  the 
property  on  the  President  street  bluff  over- 
looking the  South  Bridge  which  they  sold 
during  the  summer  to  the  hoard  of  trustees. 
This  property,  with  the  one  immediately 
to  the  east  which  is  now  used  as  a  college 
infirmarv,  will  be  used  as  a  site  for  a  Man- 
ual Training  and  Engineerng  Building.  The 
University  will  then  have  four  large  build- 
ings on  President  street. 

The  second  structure  will  be  a  handsome 
new  Training  School  building  for  the  Col- 
lege of  Education.  It  is  to  be  built  on  East 
Union  street,  to  the  southwest  and  adjoin- 
ing the  Athens  public  playground.  The 
steep  hill  which  formerly  made  this  loca- 
tion more  ro  less  undesirable  has  been 
graded  and  paved.  The  school  will  be  only 
a  few  hundred  yards  oflF  the  campus  yet 
enjoying  a  proximit'i  to  a  large  recreation 
area"  and  a  satisfactory  distance  from  the 
more  thickly  populated  residential  districts 
— in  other  words  more  freedom  for  all  con- 
cerned. The  present  training  school  build- 
ing, when  vacated,  will  permit  of  a  much 
needed  expansion  in  other  departments  of 
the  University.  Actual  work  of  construc- 
tion on  the  new  buildings  will  be  started  in 
the  early  spring.

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Grand    Army   Head    Dies    Following    High 
Honors    Dr.  Gist,  War  Veteran  and  Scholar 


Dr.  W.  W.  Gist,  '72,  A.  B.,  one  of  Ohio's 
oldest  and  most  loyal  alumni,  passed  away, 
June  8,  1923,  at  his  home  in  Cedar  Falls, 
Iowa.  Dr.  Gist  was  one  of  a  dozen  oldest 
alumni  of  the  University.  His  last  visit  to 
the  campus  was  two  years  ago  at  commence- 
ment time.  He  is  survived  by  only  three 
members  of  his  class:  Ver- 
non C.  Stiers,  Alexandria,  O.; 
C.  R.  Long,  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
and  George  R.  Walker,  Ath- 
ens, Ohio. 

William  Weslev  Gist  was 
born  February  28,  1948  at 
Starr,  Hocking  County,  Ohio. 
He  came  to  Ohio  Universit^' 
following  the  Civil  War  and 
was  graduated  with  the  A. 
B.  degree  in  1872.  Three 
years  later  he  received  his 
master's  degree.  Universitv 
records  disclose  the  fact  that 
he  was  a  splendid  student 
and  a  participant  in  the  ac- 
tivities of  his  day.  For  three 
years  he  represented  the 
Philomathean  Literary  Socie- 
ty in  the  annual  oratorical 
contests  at  Comemncement. 
His  classmate,  C.  R.  Long, 
tells  of  him  that  he  planned 
the  first  memorial  day  exer- 
cises held  in  Athens.  "Gist 
played  the  chapel  organ  on  a  small  platform 
by  the  north  stile."  (The  site  of  the  Class 
of  '12  gateway).  Of  the  students  who  at- 
tended the  service  only  Long  and  H.  F.  Ack- 
er, '78,  are  left.  Mr.  Long  further  relates 
that  "we  played  football  among  the  trees 
and  our  gym  was  outdoors,  back  of  the  East 
Wing.  As  a  student  Gist  was  bright  and 
thorough,  a  delightful  companion,  very  con- 
scientious, good  at  college  sports,  and  an 
enthusiastic  'Delt.'  " 

Dr.  Gist  was  both  a  teacher  and  preacher. 
In  1876  he  was  made  a  Doctor  of  Divinity 
at  LTnion  Theological  Seminary  and  ordained 
to  the  ministry  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  July, 
1881.  He  served  several  pastorates  thereaf- 
ter. Fully  as  much  of  his  life  was  spent  in 
teaching  as  in  the  mini.stry.  At  one  time 
he  filled  the  presidency  of  Willoughby  Col- 
legiate Institute  (now  Iowa  State  Normal) 
and  has  been  a  professor  in  Coe  College  two 
different  times.  For  the  past  twenty-three 
years  he  had  been  a  professor  of  English  in 
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Iowa  State  Teachers  College.  Dr.  Gist  was 
a  student  of  American  History  and  is  the 
author  of  books  of  an  historical  and  literary 
nature. 

As  a  soldier  Dr.  Gist  distinguished  him- 
self in  several  campaigns  of  the  Civil  War. 
He  enlisted  at  fifteen  in  the  26th  Ohio  regi- 
ment and  served  under  Sher- 
man in  the  Atlanta  campaign. 
Later  he  served  under  Thom- 
as at  Nashville  and  on  the 
Mexican  Border.  Dr.  Gist 
was  not  only  a  veteran  but 
the  son  of  a  veteran  and  the 
father  of  a  veteran,  his  son 
having  been  a  captain  in  the 
World  War  and  now  sta- 
tioned in  Honolulu.  He  early 
became  identified  with  the 
G.  A.  R.,  and  for  over  forty 
}iears  was  a  member  in  the 
department  of  Iowa.  He 
had  served  as  department 
chaplain  and  chaplain-in-chief 
of  the  national  organization. 
He  v/as  unanimously  chosen 
department  commander  of 
Iowa  at  the  state  meeting  at 
Ft.  Dodge  in  June.  His  death 
followed  this  honor  by  only  a 
few  days.  It  is  thought  that 
the  excitement  of  the  re- 
union and  the  many  speeches 
he  was  called  upon  to  make  was  largely  the 
cause  of  his  death.

BUCKEYE  SOUVENIRS 

Mr.  E.  Rey  "Cobby"  Lash,  ex-'97,  promi- 
nent Athens  business  man  who  is  known  by 
hundreds  of  Ohio  University  students  to 
whom  he  has  always  been  a  very  close 
friend,  spread  the  fame  of  Ohio  University 
and  his  native  state  abroad  throughout  the 
land  when  he  presented  highly  polished  and 
lacquered  buckeyes  as  souvenirs  to  the  dele- 
gates to  the  national  convention  of  Delta 
Tau  Delta  fraternity  held  in  Cleveland  the 
latter  part  of  August.  On  one  side  of  the 
buckeye  the  chapter  name  and  "O.  U."  were 
inscribed  in  gold  paint  while  on  the  other 
appeared  the  Greek  letters  of  the  fraternity. 
The  buckeyes  were  suspended  from  gold 
pins  by  silk  ribbons.  Mr.  Lash  is  a  "Delt" 
from  the  Ohio  chapter.  He  matriculated  at 
Ohio  in  1893  and  completed  his  third  year 
when  he  Avent  to  Ohio  Northern  University 
where  he  received  his  degree. 
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Jim  Wood  Speaker  at  Annual  Luncheon 
Ohio  Grads  Hear  Talk  by  President 
of  Organization 


The  annual  Ohio  University  alumni  lunch- 
eon at  the  Men's  Union,  Tuesday  noon,  June 
12,  will  go  down  as  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful in  years.  Some  300  alumni  and  fac- 
ulty members  were  seated  in  the  banquet 
hall  and  enjoyed  their  reunion  with  class- 
mates of  the  past. 

The  speakers  introduced  by  Toastmaster 
I.  M.  Foster,  '95,  were  James  P.  Wood,  Jr., 
'03,  President  of  the  Alumni  Association 
for  the  past  year;  President  E.  B.  Bryan; 
Alumni  Secretary'  Clark  E.  Williams,  '21; 
and  William  V.  Walsh,  '23,  president  of  th^ 
graduating  class. 

Mr.  Wood,  in  his  characteristic  earnest 
and  forceful  manner,  spoke  on  some  of  the 
fundamentals  of  our  law  and  government 
and  its  relation  to  the  people.  In  speaking 
of  the  fact  that  there  are  always  problems 
to  be  solved  and  difficulties  encountered  in 
the  existance  of  our  democracy,  he  com- 
pared it  to  a  raft,  in  that  "you  never  sink, 
but  your  feet  are  always  in  the  water." 

"Our  aim  has  been  to  establish  and  main- 
tain a  government  wherein  there  would  be 
an  equilibrium  between  liberty  and  author- 
ity." said  speaker  Wood.  In  the  explanation 
and  support  of  this  theory  Mr.  Wood  pre- 
sented his  audience  with  interesting  and  in- 
structive examples  of  some  of  the  opera- 
tions, merits  and  faults  of  our  national  gov- 
ernment and  law. 

Mr.  Wood  was  strong  in  his  denunciation 
of  the  influence  of  Socialism  in  its  diggings 
at  the  foundations  of  the  republic.  He  ex- 
plained the  resultant  evils  as  caused  by  a 
misconstrued  doctrine  of  Americanism. 

Touching  upon  the  vital  question  as  to 
where  the  limits  of  the  authority  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  pl^all  he  he  declared  that  the 
Supreme  Court  of  t^^e  United  States  is  the 
guardian  of  t^e  people  and  is  not  standing 
in  the  way  of  the  will  of  the  people.  It  is 
therefore  for  the  Sur^reme  Court  to  say 
when  a  law  is  constitutional  and  when  not. 

"Life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happi- 
ness or  povertv.  and  the  acquisition  of  such 
are  the  things  that  must  be  protected,  and 
these  right",  and  principles  lie  in  the  sover- 
eignty of  the  people,"  said  Mr.  Wood. 

President  Br-  an  spoke  of  the  very  suc- 
cessful year  for  Ohio  University  which  had 
just  terminated,  and  of  the  love  of  the 
alumni  for  tl-'eir  Alma  Mater,  apparent 
from  their  continually  increasing  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  "Ohio." 


Citing  the  names  of  those  alumni  who  are 
now  Trustees,  and  the  large  number  of 
alumni  on  the  Faculty,  all  of  whom  are 
bound  to  have  the  interest  of  "Ohio"  first  at 
heart,  President  Bryan  solemnly  pledged 
the  best  that  he  might  have  together  with 
that  of  the  Trustees  and  Faculty,  to  Ohio 
University. 

Alumni  Secretary  Clark  E.  Williams 
spoke  briefly  upon  the  valuable  co-operation 
which  he  had  received  from  the  alumni  and 
Dr.  Pryan  in  his  new  work. 

William  Walsh,  representative  of  the 
graduating  class,  spoke  for  his  group  as 
they  were  to  enter  the  ranks  of  the  Alum- 
ni. 

Between  the  luncheon  courses,  Fred  Lee 
Tom,  '14,  sang  two  solos  which  were  warm- 
ly appreciated.

Campaign  to  Be  Completed. 

Work  of  Committee 

Reviewed 


The  following  report  prepared  for  the 
"Green  and  White"  by  the  directors  of  the 
Auditorium  campaign  appeared  in  the  last 
issue  of  the  campus  publication: 

"Of  great  interest  to  the  student  body  of 
Ohio  University  is  the  recent  announcement 
of  the  progress  of  the  campaign  for  the 
new  Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium.  Reports 
from  the  officers  of  the  Alumni  Association 
indicate  that  final  and  successful  reports  on 
the  $300,000  project  may  be  expected  by  the 
end  of  the  present  semester.  Over  two- 
thirds  of  the  amount  sought  has  already 
been  subscribed  and  regular  payments  are 
being  received  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  Fund,  Mr.  George  C.  Parks,  in  the 
University  Treasurer's  Office  in  Ewing  Hall 
and  at  the  Alumni  Office,  second  floor.  East 
Wing.    Student  payments  were  said  to  have 


been  noticeably  strong  during  the  past  sum- 
mer. The  suggestion  has  come  from  the 
collecting  offices  that  students  who  have 
pledged  payments  falling  due  next  January 
would  find  it  easier  to  make  partial  pay- 
ments from  time  to  time  prior  to  that  date 
so  that  their  burden  would  be  shifted  from 
the  holiday  and  vacation  season.  New  stu- 
dents of  the  Summer  School  of  1923  sub- 
scribed over  $6,000  in  the  closing  days  of 
the  session.  This  amount  was  most  gratify- 
ing in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  majority 
of  them  had  been  in  school  before  and  pre- 
viously made  pledges.  Many  of  them 
signed  pledges  of  additional  subscription. 

Me)nbers  of  the  Campaign  Committee 
are  now  developing  plans  for  completing 
the  money  raising  work  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date.  Within  the  next  two  months  a 
clean-up  campaign  will  be  waged  through- 
out Ohio  and  the  outlpng  centers  which  will 
be  participated  in  by  teams  of  workers  go- 
ing out  from  the  city  of  Athens  and  the 
University.  The  personnel  of  the  commit- 
tee directing  the  affairs  of  the  campaign  is 
as  follows:  Mr.  F'red  W.  Bush,  '92,  Editor 
and  Publisher,  The  Athens  Daily  Messenger, 
chairman;  Mr.  L.  G.  Worstell,  '88,  Judge  of 
the  Athens  County  Common  Pleas  Court; 
Mr.  C.  H.  Bryson,  '11,  Secretary  of  the  Ath- 
ens Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  Mr.  E.  D. 
Sayre,  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. President  Bryan,  in  an  advisory  ca- 
pacity, and  the  Alumni  Secretary,  Clerk  E. 
Williams,  are  members  ex-ofiicio  of  this 
committee. 

A  recent  decision  of  the  directing  commit- 
tee was  to  the  effect  that  the  actual  work  of 
construction  will  not  be  entered  upon  until 
the  Auditorium  Fund  has  been  completely 
subscribed.  Added  incentive  to  the  cam- 
paign workers  and  those  interested  will  be 
supplied  by  the  knowledge  that  their  efforts 
are  thus  hastening  the  clay  when  the  finest 
university  auditorium  and  concert  hall  in 
Ohio  will  be  a  reality.  No  announcement  as 
to  the  location  of  the  building  is  forthcom- 
ing from  the  campaign  committee.  It  is 
known,  however,  that  the  Univtrsity  author- 
ities will  provide  a  site  but  at  the  present 
time  no  one  of  the  available  properties  of 
the  University  has  been  designated."

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CONCERNING  MY  COLLEAGUES 


No  one  who  has  been  a  resident  upon  this 
campus  during  the  last  score  of  years  will 
fail  to  recognize  the  figure  in  the  accompa- 
nying photograph.  For  me  to  introduce  him 
to  you  would  be  as  if  I  should  point  out  to 
you  the  row  of  McGuffey  elms.  Not  that  he 
resembles  them  in  height  or  dominant  color 
scheme  or  age,  but — oh  well,  you  know  what 
I  mean. 

Edwin  Watts  Chubb  was  born  in  1865  at 
Lebanon,  Pa.  He  attended  Lafayette  Col- 
lege, where  he  obtained  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
in  1887,  having  made  an  hon- 
ored record  in  his  classes  and 
shown  distinction  as  a  speak- 
er. Upon  leaving  college,  he 
accepted  a  position  as  a 
teacher  first  at  Skuylkill 
Seminary  and  later  at  the 
South-Western  State  Normal 
School  of  Pennsylvania,  at 
California,  Pa.  Here  he  met 
Miss  Eva  Downer,  to  whom 
he  was  married  in  1892.  The 
following  summer  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Chubb  went  to  Europe, 
where  Mr.  Chubb  spent  a 
year  in  study  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Berlin.  On  returning 
he  became  President  of  Al- 
bright College,  Myerstown, 
Pa.  He  resigned  this  position, 
however,  two  years  later  to 
accept  a  position  in  the  normal  school  at 
Platteville,  Wisconsin.  Two  years  of  Wis- 
consin sufficed,  and  he  then  returned  to  the 
normal  school  at  California,  Pa. 

Three  years  after  graduation  he  had  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.  M.  from  Lafayette. 
Sixteen  years  later  he  completed  a  special 
course  of  work  under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor Francis  A.  March,  and  was  made  a 
Lit.  D.  The  late  Prof.  March,  father  of 
General  Peyton  C.  March,  who  was  Chief  of 
Staff  during  the  World  War,  was  one  of  the 
greatest  college  professors  of  his  time  and 
a  pioneer  scholar  in  the  field  of  Old  English. 

In  1900  he  came  to  Ohio  University  as 
Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  English  Litera- 
ture, his  name  appearing  in  the  catalog  for 
the  following  year.  I  had  wondered  what 
the  particular  inducement  might  have  been 
that  lured  him  here.  One  glance  at  the 
catalog  of  those  days  will  explain.  No 
prospectus  of  oil  wells  or  gold  mines  could 
ever  be  so  alluring.  As  I  read  it,  I  fairly 
thrilled  in  every  pore,  or  nerve,  or  bone,  or 
whatever  it  is  you  thrill  with.  I  must  quote 
from  it. 

"The  University  buildings  are  located  on 
a  beautiful  campus.     They  occupy  a  slight 


elevation  extending  east  and  west  across 
the  grounds,  fronting  the  north.  Before 
them  lies  a  park  of  about  five  acres  contain- 
ing a  grove  of  fine  forest  trees)  and  skirted 
along  the  northern  limit  by  a  row  of  mag- 
nificent elms.  Beyond  these  sentinel  trees 
extenf'is  a  green  sward  sloping  beautifully 
to  the  street.  In  front  of  the  line  at  the 
north-west  angle  stands  an  elegant  soldier's 
monument.  When  this  park  is  lighted  up  at 
night  by  electricity  it  presents  a  charming 
view.  The  remainder  of  the  campus,  which 
is  in  the  rear  of  the  build- 
ings, is  devoted  to  recrea- 
tion." 

I  am  ciuite  sure  that  if  the 
green  sward  failed  to  stir  me 
1  should  have  been  caught  by 
the  "elegant  soldiers'  monu- 
ment." The  buildings  in- 
cluded the  Central  Building 
and  two  wings.  Music  Hall, 
Ewing  Hall,  and  "Ladies 
Hall,"  as  Howard  was  then 
known.  The  university  then 
enrolled  124  college  students, 
including  irregulars,  with  a 
faculty  of  twenty. 

In  i907  Dr.  Chubb  became 
Dean  Chubb,  and  during  the 
interim  from  the  death  of 
President  Ellis  until  the  elec- 
tion of  President  Bryan,  he 
served  as  acting  President.  Dean  Chubb  is 
a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Lafayette 
Chapter.  He  has  contributed  to  various 
magazines,  and  is  the  author  of  the  follow- 
ing books:  "English  Words,"  1901;  "Stories 
of  Authors."  1910;  "Masters  of  English  Lit- 
erature "  1914;  "Sketches  of  Great  Paint- 
ers," 1915. 

For  eleven  years  I  have  been  fortunate  in 
working  under  his  direction.  It  would  be 
difficult  for  a  man  to  find  more  pleasant 
leadership.  Never  dictatorial,  he  has  al- 
ways been  ready  with  encouragement  and 
shrewd  advice,  quick  to  accept  a  suggestion 
and  ready  to  make  any  personal  sacrifice 
that  seemed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  department.  Off  the  campus  I  have 
known  him  as  you  have.  Genial,  unfailing- 
ly good-humored,  he  loves  a  keen  thrust  of 
repartee  at  a  friend,  but  enjoys  almost  more 
a  quick  return.  On  the  golf  links  he  will 
fight  for  every  hole,  never  admitting  defeat, 
but  refusing  to  take  any  advantage  of  an 
opponent  that  is  not  scrupulously  fair.  Even 
on  the  golf  course,  too,  he  makes  his  cul- 
tural influence  felt.  In  a  recent  article  in 
Scribners  (September)  he  advocates  the  dis- 
continuance of  antiquated  expletives  in  golf, 
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and  a  return  to  the  picturesque  profanity  of 
the  Elizabethans.  When  you  slice  your  ball 
into  a  swamp  and  you  struggle  with  your 
emotion,  he  would  have  you  drop  the  con- 
ventional objurgation  in  favor  of  Macbeth's 
"The  Devil  damn  thee  black,  thou  cream- 
faced  loon!" 

For  twenty-three  years  now  his  quiet  gen- 
iality and  his  genuine  love  for  literature 
have  influenced  generations  of  college  stu- 
dents. The  more  fortunate  who  have  fol- 
lowed him  to  his  home  will  not  soon  forget 
the  hospitalitj'  of  Mrs.  Chubb,  surely  the 
most  wonderful  hostess  in  the  world.  More 
power  to  you  both,  Dean  and  Mrs.  Chubb,  a 
long  life  and  a  happy  one.

TRAINING  SCHOOL  EXPANDS 


TREUDLEY  SPEAKS 


City  Schools  of  Athens  Are  to  be  Used  by 
the  Practice  Teachers 


The  teacher  training  system  of  Ohio 
University  was  extended  to  the  Athens  pub- 
lic schools  on  September  1,  according  to  a 
contract  that  was  entered  into  by  the  Ath- 
ens Board  of  Education  and  the  University 
after  several  months  of  extensive  negotia- 
tions. The  proposition  was  originally  pro- 
posed by  President  Bryan  and  the  resulting 
contract  has  been  accepted,  as  a  most  satis- 
factory arrangement  for  all  concerned. 

The  University,  due  to  rapid  growth, 
needs  more  facilities  for  its  teacher  training 
system.  Under  the  new  arrangement  the 
schools  of  the  city  will  have  a  critic  teacher 
at  the  head  of  each  grade.  The  School 
Board  will  receive  money  from  University 
funds,  which  will  enable  them  to  hire  the 
best  teachers  obtainable  for  the  responsible 
positions.  In  return  for  the  subsidation  of 
the  city  salary  schedule  the  students  en- 
tered in  the  teacher  training  courses  of  the 
University  will  be  permitted  to  do  their 
practice  teaching  in  the  city  schools.  In  only 
a  few  grades  of  the"  city  schools  has  this 
arrangement  been  put  into  effect,  however. 
It  is  expected  that  the  complete  change 
will  not  be  made  before  next  year. 

The  system  will  not  be  extended  to  in- 
clude the  high  school  until  1925  or  when  the 
new  city  high  school  building  is  completed. 
At  that  time  John  Hancock  High  School  will 
be  discontinued  by  the  University.  Joint 
supervision  of  the  work  of  the  new  system 
will  be  in  the  hands  of  a  Director  of  Teach- 
er Training,  employed  by  the  University, 
and  the  superintendent  of  the  Athens 
schools. 

Other  details  of  the  new  agreement  pro- 
vide that  not  more  than  50%  of  the  teach- 
ing shall  be  done  by  practice  teachers  and 
that  only  white  practice  teachers  will  be 
admitted  under  the  agreement. 


Students  and  faculty  were  given  a  treat 
at  convocation,  Wednesday,  October  3,  when 
Prof.  Frederick  Treudley,  former  professor 
of  Philosophy  and  beloved  friend  of  hun- 
dreds of  Ohio  University  students,  occu- 
pied the  hour  by  speaking  upon  what  he 
chose  to  call  "A  Transcript  from  Life." 
Since  leaving  the  University  three  years 
ago  Prof.  Treudley  has  traveled  widely  and 
enjoyed  the  play  time  to  which,  by  reason 
of  his  long  period  of  service  in  the  class- 
room, he  is  entitled.  California  and  the 
southwest,  Florida,  Atlantic  coast  states  and 
Europe  have  been  visited  in  turn  by  Prof.

Prof.  Treudley's  plans  for  the  immediate 
future  have  not  been  decided  upon.  One 
thing  only,  said  Prof.  Treudley,  was  he 
certain  of  and  that  was  that  in  his  visit  to 
the  University  "he  was  forced  to  return  to 
the  campus  by  a  great  impulse  sq  as  to  be 
with  the  things  that  had  become  a  part  of 
him."  Prof.  Treudley  is  enjoying  splendid 
health  and  a  wealth  of  memories  which 
serve  to  populate  the  realm  of  his  "inner 
world"  to  which  he  referred  in  his  convoca- 
tion talk.

NOW  SMOKE  UP 


Almost  like  magic  the  giant  smoke  stack 
of  the  Ohio  University  heating  plant  rose 
from  the  ground  to  a  height  of  175  feet  un- 
der the  expert  hands  of  the  "stack  men" 
who  came  to  Athens  especially  for  the  work. 
The  monster  chimney  was  built  of  radial 
brick  and  weighs  350  tons.  New  boilers  and 
automatic  stokers  were  added  to  the  plant 
during  the  summer  and  its  capacity  for 
producing  both  heat  and  electricity  greatly 
increased.  The  great  height  of  the  stack 
will  relieve  the  sections  of  the  city  to  the 
northeast  of  the  plant  from  any  further  an- 
noj'ance  from  smoke  and  gases. 

As  becomes  a  university  edifice  the  new 
stack  may  be  said  to  be  "well  lettered," 
bearing  the  name  of  Ohio  University  out- 
lined in  black  brick  against  the  light-col- 
ored brick  of  its  surface.  Each  of  the  let- 
ters of  the  words  is  five  feet  in  height.  The 
space  between  the  letters  is  one  and  a  half 

feet.

"TEDDY"  AND 
OHIO  UNIVERSITY 


Situated  on  the 
winding  Hock-Hock- 
ing amid  the  pic- 
turesque hills  of  southern  Ohio  is  the  little 
city  which,  according  to  Theodore  Eoosevelt, 
"with  queer  poverty  of  imagination  and 
fatuous  absence  of  humor  has  been  given 
the  name  of  Athens."  Probably  the  strenu- 
ous ex-president  would  have  considered  it 
more  appropriate  to  have  named  it  "Hog- 
Hollow"  or  "Buzzards'  Glory,"  or  some  such 
euphonious  title  instead.  In  justification  of 
its  name  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
settlers  sent  out  by  the  Ohio  Company  of 
Associates  had  a  greater  percent  of  Har- 
vard and  Yale  graduates  than  any  similar 
body  of  pioneers  in  America.  So  when  these 
men  christened  Marietta,  Athens,  Campus 
Martins,  Rome,  Troy  and  Carthage  it  was 
not  because  of  paucity  of  imagination  but 
rather  out  of  their  abundance  of  knowledge. 
The  humor  of  the  situation  may  never  have 
.struck  them,  for  they     were     Englishmen. 


But  the  desire  to  build  well  was  theirs.  So 
they  laid  the  foundation  deep  and  broad. 
The  settlement  began  under  the  "reign  of 
law"  and  with  it  was  the  establishment  by 
law  of  the  church,  the  school,  and  the  col- 
lege. The  fathers  of  Ohio  may  have  lacked 
imagination  and  they  may  not  have  been 
able  to  see  a  joke  but  neither  were  they 
renegades,  squatters,  buck-whackers,  nor 
scalp  hunters.  This  alone  ought  to  neutral- 
ize their  "fatuous"  short-comings  and  we 
can  forgive  them  their  classical  enthusiasm 
in  calling  the  rude  building  erected  in  the 
woods  of  Ohio  a  university  and  the  pioneer 
hamlet  surrounding  it  Athens. 

"The  toMTi  and  the  college  were  twins. 
The  site  of  the  former  was  selected  with  a 
view  of  the  latter  and  a  name  was  chosen 
that  should  be  a  prognostic  of  the  place  of 
culture  for  the  Northwest  such  as  only  Ath- 
ens had  been  for  the  ancient  world." — Mart- 
zolff's  "Historic  College  of  the  Old  North- 
west."

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1923  VARSITY  WILL  COME  THROUGH 

Change  In  Systems  Work  of  Early  Season. 
Many  Veterans  Return 


The  Ohio  University  football  squad  began 
training  the  middle  of  September  for  the 
heaviest  conference  schedule  of  recent 
years.  The  work  is  under  the  direction  of 
John  Heldt,  former  University  of  Iowa  star, 
assisted  by  Coaches  Peden  of  Illinois,  Grov- 
er  of  Ohio,  and  Athletic  Director  O.  C.  Bird. 
Fifteen  letter  men  and  a  score  of  Sopho- 
mores reported  at  the  beginning  of  the  sea- 
son. The  squad  has  been  augmented  by 
several  late  arrivals. 

Green  and  White  coaches  have  been  given 
very  little  worry  over  most  of  the  positions 
on  the  team.  The  Ohio  line  with  seven  let- 
ter men  bidding  for  their  old  positions  has 
plenty  of  brawn  and  beef.  Odaffer,  of  Ash- 
ville,  Odonnell  of  Ripley,  N.  Y.,  and 
Dollings  of  Columbus  are  back  for  ends. 
Odaffer  is  a  big  man  and  fast.  Dollings, 
originally  a  quarterback  is  fleet-footed  and 
a  deadly  tackier.  "Mickey"  Odonnell  with 
a  year's  varsity  experience  is  showing  good 
stuff.  Captain  Patterson  of  Wellsville,  with 
his  185  pounds  takes  his  old  position  at 
tackle.  Payne  from  Ashtabula  is  paired 
with  Patterson  on  the  tackles.  Here  again 
speed  and  weight  are  combined  to  give 
strength  to  this  forward  position.  Patter- 
son will  be  one  of  the  first  choice  selections 
for  the  All-Ohio,  it  is  predicted. 

At  guards.  Rush  of  Smithfield,  Crow  of 
Athens,  and  Herbert  of  Cleveland,  are  all 
heavy  men  and  capable  of  taking  care  of 
their  positions  with  little  difficulty.  Bar- 
rett, the  Toledo  Waite  athlete,  will  probably 
fill  the  shoes  of  the  pivot  man.  He  is  a  vet- 
eran from  last  season.  Although  he  weighs 
only  160  pounds  and  is  the  lightest  man  on 
the  line  he  is  considered  a  veritable  stone- 
wall on  the  defense. 

The  Ohio  eleven  is  lacking  in  but  one  re- 
spect and  that  is  in  a  good  man  to  heave 
and  kick  the  pigskin.  Reinhold,  a  Zanes- 
ville  boy  who  was  named  last  year  by  sev- 
eral coaches  for  all-state  honors,  has  been 
brought  back  from  his  end  position  on  the 
line  to  bark  signals  and  direct  the  attack  of 
the  team.  His  judgment  is  good  and  his 
knowledge  of  the  game  extensive.  The 
quarterback  hopes  of  the  coaches  were  be- 
ing pinned  on  Robinson  of  last  year's  fresh- 
man team  and  it  was  a  blow  when  this 
Gallipolis  boy  met  a  tragic  death  from  elec- 


trocution in  an  effort  to  save  the  life  of  a 
friend  a  few  weeks  before  school  opened. 

Attention  is  being  centered  on  the  back- 
field  which  shows  promise  of  being  the 
fleetest  in  several  seasons.  Weight  back 
of  the  line  will  be  provided  by  "Mooney" 
Duvall,  of  Ashville,  a  200-pound  fullback, 
and  "Dutch"  Littler,  Athens  high  school 
star,  who  will  probably  alternate  with  Du- 
vall in  the  center  of  the  backfield.  These 
two  men  will  be  flanked  by  "Red"  Palmer, 
of  Ashtabula,  and  Moritz,  of  Portsmouth. 
Battin  of  Athens,  and  Davis  of  Parkersburg, 
W.  Va.,  are  able  to  respond  to  a  call  from 
the  coaches  at  any  time.  It  is  certain  that 
Battin  will  be  at  one  of  the  halves  a  full 
share  of  the  time  for  this  sterling  little 
half  is  one  of  the  best  open  field  runners 
the  Green  and  White  has  ever  had. 

With  the  new  western  conference  coaches 
a  shift  is  gradually  being  made  to  the  Big 
Ten  style  of  play.  In  fundamentals  and  es- 
sentials the  system  does  not  differ  greatly 
from  that  formerly  practiced  at  Ohio.  The 
transition,  however,  is  noticeable  in  the 
playing  of  the  men  although  it  is  not 
thought  that  the  change  will  work  injury 
to  the  prospects  for  a  successful  season.

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RIO  GRANDE  AND  OBERLIN 
MET.     SECOND     CONTEST 
GOES  TO  THE  UP-STATERS 


RIO  GRANDE 
Before  one  of  the  largest  crowds  to  at- 
tend an  opening  game,  the  Ohio  University 
eleven  defeated  the  Rio  Grande  College 
team,  Sept.  29,  at  Ohio  Field  by  the  score 
of  20  to  0.  The  visitors  furnished  far  more 
opposition  than  was  expected,  relying  chief- 
ly on  the  aerial  attack  as  they  were  unable 
to  penetrate  the  heavy  Ohio  line.  It  was 
not  until  after  the  second  half  of  the  game 
that  the  varsity  machine  got  to  working 
with  anything  like  smoothness  and  precis- 
ion. Much  of  the  apparently  ragged  play 
was  due,  however,  to  the  fact  that  a  great 
many  combinations  of  players  were  used 
throughout  the  game.  More  than  a  score  of 
substitutes  were  used  and  only  two  men 
played  the  entire  game.  Littler,  Battin,  and 
Moritz  were  the  scorers  in  this  game. 


OBERLIN 

On  October  6  the  Ohio  squad  journeyed  to 
Oberlin  where  they  met  the  fighting  Red 
and  Gold  team  on  their  home  field.  With 
the  players  in  perfect  physical  condition 
and  "pointed"  toward  the  Oberlin  contest 
the  hopes  of  Ohio  fans  were  high  for  a  vic- 
tory over  the  up-staters.  The  game  was  the 
first  meeting  of  the  two  teams  in  many 
years. 

The  Ohio  team  played  their  opponents  on 
even  terms  throughout  the  game,  both 
sides  being  able  to  puncture  the  defense  of 
the  opposition  but  both  impregnable  in  the 
pinches.  Ohio  held  Oberlin  the  first  quar- 
ter on  her  nine-yard  line  while  Oberlin 
checked  two  advances  of  the  Green  and 
White  at  critcal  moments  of  the  game. 
Oberlin  succeeded  twice  in  getting  within 
range  of  the  Ohio  goal  when  Gould,  Red 
and  Gold  quarter,  made  two  perfect  tries 
for  field  goals. 

Ohio's  look-in  at  victory  brightened  sud- 
denly in  the  last  three  minutes  of  play  but 
went  out  as  quickly  when  a  long  pass  over 
the  Oberlin  goal  line  was  grounded  and  re- 
turned out  of  danger  by  an  opponent.  Had 
the  play  been  successful  a  tie  score  would 
have  resulted  with  a  probable  victory  com- 
ing from  the  free  trial  for  goal.  The  game 
ended  six  to  nothing  in  favor  of  the  home 
team. 

The  Ohio  team  was  loyally  supported  by 
a  large  group  of  Green  and  White  alumni 
who  live  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state. 
In  addition  many  students  made  the  two 
hundred  mile  trip'  to  lend  encouragement  to 
their  felows.  Next  year  Oberlin  is  met  at 
Ohio  Field  when  the  defeat  must  be 
avenged. 


Ohio's    Athletic    Policy 

Athletes  Not  Catered  to  by  Money 
Ofters 


University  merits  and  not  money  offers 
are  the  only  attractions  held  out  to  men  of 
athletic  ability  who  seek  an  entrance  to 
Ohio  University.  With  the  opening  of  the 
fall  semester  the  annual  visits  of  the 
"tramp"  athletes  and  their  friends  take 
place.  This  year  the  athletic  department 
was  kept  busy  answering  letters  and  in- 
quiries from  athletes  who  contemplated 
coming  to  Ohio  University.  All  applicants 
were  told  of  the  policies  of  the  University 
and  the  athletic  opportunities  it  offers. 

In  the  past  the  attempt  has  been  to  make 
students  out  of  athletes.  Needless  to  say 
the  process  invariably  fails  for  no  matter 
how  good  a  man  may  be  on  the  gridiron,  if 
he  falls  down  in  his  scholastic  duties,  the 
team  loses  him.  The  policy  adopted  by 
Ohio  University  and  which  the  athletic  di- 
rector and  the  faculty  have  heartily  en- 
dorsed is  to  take  students  and  make  ath- 
letes out  of  them.  It  is  much  more  possible 
than  the  converse. 

The  $250,000  gymnasium  for  men,  the 
$100,000  Men's  Union,  the  excellent  coach- 
ing staff,  and  the  major  course  in  physical 
education  and  coaching,  are  things  that 
President  Bryan  and  the  University  have 
done  to  bring  men  to  Ohio — and  the  men 
are  coming  already.  Many  schools  bring 
athletes  to  their  halls  through  offers  of 
scholarships  and  premiums  for  athletic 
ability,  but  an  equal  number  of  the  finest 
schools  are  making  their  courses  so  attrac- 
tive to  outstanding  and  worthwhile  men 
that  the  bribes  of  the  former  are  no  longer 
a  handicap  to  the  discriminating  school. 
Ohio  University  is  well  pleased  with  the  re- 
sults of  its  policy  which  are  already  appar- 
ent.
